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PEEFACE. 


Ik the present edition of Edmund Spenser’s works no attempt has been made 
either to modernize the Poet’s language or to furnish the reader with an 
edectic text. I have been simply content to reprint the earhest known edi- 
tions of Spenser’s various poems, correcting here and there some few errors 
that have crept mto them, by a careful collation with suhsegnent editions, most 
of which were pubhshed in the lifetime of the poet. For an account of these 
with their dates of puhhcation the reader is referred to the Biographical 
hlemdr. Appendix L, at the end of this volume, contains all the most im- 
portant variations from the on^ol editions, and will enable the cntical reader 
to judge favourably or otherwise of this part of my work, in which I have 
received some assistance from the previous labours of Church, Jortin, Warton, 
and Todd, as well as from the excellent editions of Professor Child and Mr. 
J. P. Collier. This present edition is the only modem one that contoms a faithful 
reprint of the first edition of the Daphnaida, by means of which I have been 
enabled to present a text free at least from one error that appears in every 
edition after 1691 * 

The prose Treatise on Ireland, as printed by Sir James 'Vrare, and followed 
by all recent editors, was found on examination to be very maccurate and 
incomplete f It seemed scarcely fau to Spenser’s memory to let this tingle 
piece of prose remain in so unsatisfactory a state. I have therefore re-edited 
it from three manuscripts belonging to the hbrary of the Bntish Museum.

In compihng the Glossary 1 have endeai cured to mahe it ns complete 
as possible, and this, it is hoped, will m some measure compensate for the 
absence of notes, for which no space could be found in the present volnmc. I 
have made free use of the lahouis of previous editors; Todd’s Index, Pro- 
fessor Ohild’e Notes, and the glossaries of Mr J P. Collier and Mr ICitchin, 
have been consulted, and have facihtated aud lightened my glossonal work 
In Appendix H will be found Spenser's Letters to Gabriel Harvey, reprinted 
from the edition of loSO. They are also to be found, but in a very incccurate 
form, in tbe Polio Edition, 1079, of Spenser’s works

Tnri T.TT B of Sfbxseb IS mapt in a similar obscurity to that whK^ hides £rom us his 
great predecessor Chaucer, and his still gmater contemporaiy Shakspere As in the 
case of Chaucer, our principal external authontics ore a few meagre entnes in certain 
official documonte, and such facts as may he gathered firom his works ^e-birtbyear 
pf each poet is determined by inference The circumstances in which each died are 
fa matter of controrcisy. What sure information we hare of the intervening events 
of the life of each one is scanty and interrupted. So far as our knowledge goes, it 
shows some shght positive resemblance between their lives They were both connected 
with the highest society of their times , both eiijoyed court favour, and oiyoyed it in 
the substantial shape of pensions They wore both men of the greatest learning 
They were both natives of London. They both died in the dose vicinity of West- 
minster Abbey, and lie boned near each other in that splendid cemeteiy Their 
gemus6s. wjere e minently different that -of Chaucer was of 1hc"actiYeType,~S^hBei^B~ 
of the contemplative ; Chaucer was dramatic, .Spenser philosophical , Chaucer objec- 
tive, Spenser sulgectiio, but in the external circumstances, so for as we know them, 
amidst which these great poets moved, and in the mist which for the most part enfolds 
those circumstances, there is considerable likeness 
Sponsor is frequehtly alluded to by his contomporones , they most ardently recog- 
nised in him, as we shall see, a great poet^ and one that might justly be associated 
with flie one supremo poet whom this country had then produced — ^with Chaucer, and 
they paid him constant tributes of respect and admiration, but these mentions of 
him do not generally supply any biographical details

birtli, and a scholar also of tbo University of Cambridge, born under so favourable 
an aspect of the Muses that ho surpasso 1 all tlie English Poets of former times, not 
excepting Clnuccr himself, his fclloiv-citizcn But by a fateivhich still follows Poets, 
he always wrastlcd ivitli poverty, though ho had been secretary to the Lord Grey, 
Lord Deputj of Ireland For scarce had ho there settled himself into a retired 
prnacj and got loismo to WTite, when he was b^ the rebels tlirown out of his dwelling, 
plundered of his goods, and returned into England a poor man, where he shortly after 
died and was interred at Westminster, near to Chaucer, at the charge of the Earl of 
Essc\, his hearse being attended by poets and mournful elegies and poems, witli the 
pens that wrote them thrown into his tomb ‘ t 
In 1633, Sir James AVaro prefaced his edition of Spenser's prose work on the State of 
Ireland with these remarks — 

‘ How far these collections may conduce to the knowledge of the antiqmties and 
state of this land, let tlie fit reader judge yet something I may not passe by 
touching Mr Edmund Spenser and the worke it sclfe, lest I should seeme to offer 
injury to lus woith, by others so mudi celebrated Hce was borne in London of an 
ancient and noble family, and brought up in the Unircrsitie of Cambndge, whore 
(as the fruitcs of his after labours doe manifest) he unspent not his time After this 
lio^ became scerotaij to Arthur Lord Grey of Wilton, Lord Deputy of Ireland, a 
lalinnt and wortlij goiernour, and shortly after, for his services to the Orowne, he 
had bestowed upon him by Qnceno Elizabeth, 3,000 acres of land in the countie of 
Corke There bo finished the later part of that excellent poem of his “ Paoiy Queene,” 
which was soone after unfortunately lost by the disorder and abuse of his servant, 
whom he had sent before him into England, being then a rebcUtbus (as Camden’s 
words are) d laribus qectvs ct boms spohatm He deceased at AVestminster in the 
year 1699 (others haio it wrongly 1698), soon after his return into England, and 
was buried according to his own desire in the collcgiat church there, neere unto 
Chaucer whom he worthily imitated (at the costes of Eobert Earl of Essex), 
whereupon this epitaph was framed’ And then ore quoted the epigrams already 
given from Camden 

The next passage that can bo called an account of Spenser is found in Puller's 
Worthies of England, first published in 1662, and runs as follows — 

'Edmond Spencer, born in this city (London), was brought up in Pembroko-hall in 
Cambndge, where ho became an excellent scholar, but especially most happy in 
English Poetry, as his works do dedare in which the many Chaucensms used (for I 
will not say affected by him) are tliought by the ignorant to bo blemishes, known by 
the learned to bo beauties, to his book , which notwithstanding had boon more sale- 
able, if more conformed to our modern language

bj Cecil, 'irbo, beanng of it, and owing him a grudge for some reflections in Mother 
Hubbard’s Tale, ciyd out to the queen, TVhat ! all this for a song? This he is said 
to bare taken so much to heart, that he contracted a deep melancholy, which soon 
after brought his hfo to a period So apt is an ingenuous spirit to resent a slightmg, 
even from the greatest persons , and thus much 1 must nee^ say of the merit of so 
great a poet from so great a monarch, that as it is incident to the best of poets some- 
times to flatter some royal or noble patron, nerer did any do it more to the height, 
or with greater art or elegance, if the highest of praises attributed to so heroic a 
princess can justly bo termed flattery ’ * 

"Wlien Spenser s works were repnnted — ^tho first three books of the Fame Queene 
for the seventh time — ^in 1679, there was added an account of his hfe In 1687, 
Wmstanle^, m his Lties of the most famom English Foots, wrote a formal bio- 
graphy. 

These are the oldest accounts of Spenser that have been handed down to us. In 
several of them mythical features and blunders are clearly discernible Since Wmstan- 
ley’s time, it may be added, Hughes in 1716, Hr. Birch in 1731, Church in 1758, 
Upton in that same year, Todd in 1805, Aikin in 1806, Bobinson in 1825, Mitford 
m 1839, Prof Craik in 1845, Prof Child in 1855, Mr Collier in 1862, have re-told 
what httle there is to tell, with vonous additions and subtractions 

Our external sources of information are, then, extremely scanty Fortunately our 
internal sources are someuhat less meagre Ko poet over more emphatically lived in 
his poetry than did Spenser The Muses were, so to speak, his own bosom friends, to 
whom ho opened all his heart. 'Witli them ho conversed perpetually on the vanous 
events of his life , into their ears he poiirod forth constantly the tale of his joys and 
his sorrows, of his hopes, his fears, his distresses 

He was not one of those poets who can put off themselves in their works, who can 
tforego their own interests and passions, and live for the time an extraneous hfe 
|rhere is on intense personality about all his wntmgs, as in those of Milton and of 
JEVordsworth. In reading them you can never forget the poet m the poem. They 
directly and fully reflect thepoetfs own nature and his circumstances. Thqr are, as it 
were, fine qnntual dianes, refined solf-portraitures Horace’s description of his own 
famous fore-runner, quoted at the head of this memoir, applies excellently to Spenser 
On this account the scantiness of our external means of knowing Spenser is perhaps 
the less to be regretted Of him it is eminently true that we may know him irom his 
works His poems are his best biography In the sketch of his hfe to be given here 
his poems shall bo our one great anthonty

A MS note by Oldys tho antiquary in Winstanley’s Lim of the mo$t famous

Thememoiy of Eosalmd, in spite of her unkindness, seems to have been fondly clionshed 
by the poet, and yielded to no rival vision — though there may have been fleeting fits of 
passion — till some fourteen 3 cars after ho and she had parted— till in the year 1592, 
as we shall see, Spenser, then livmg in the south of Ireland, met that Ehzaheth who 
:is mentioned m the sonnet quoted above, and ivho some year and a half after that 
fmeeting became his ivife On the strength of an entry Wnd in the register of St. 
Clement Danes Church in the Strand — '26 Aug [1587] Florence Spenser, the

Comedies, The Epithalamnm Thamesis, and the Fame Queene commenced Of these 
works the Lreames and Slumber probably are one and the samo^ and perhaps identical 
with the Visions published in 1591, which w<»e, m fact, as we have seen, but a revised 
form of the pieces published in the Theatre of Voluptuous Worldlings, perhaps the 
Legends, Court of Cupid, and F^ithalamtim Thamesis were subsequently incoiporated 
in the Faerie Queene, the Stemniaia Ludkiana, Nine English Comedies, Lying 
Pdican, are altogetlior lost, unless some parts of the first survive in tlie Ruines of 
/Time The Faerie Queene had been begun So far as written, it had been submitted 
|to the criticism of Harvey On April 10, 1680, Spenser writes to Harvey, wishing him 
^to return it with liis ‘long expected judgment’ upon it Harvey had already pro- 
nounced sentence in a letter dated Apnl 7, and this is the sentence ’In good faith 
I had once again nigh forgotten joiur Faerie Queene , howbeit, by good chaunce I have 
nowo sent hir home at tlie laste, neither in better nor worse case than I fdunde hir. 
And must you of necessibe have my judgement of hir indeede ? To bo plaine, I am 
Tojdo of nl judgement, if your nine Comtcdics, wheninto, in imitation of Herodotus, 
you give the names of the Nino Muses, and (in one man’s fansio not unworthily), 
come not neerer Anostocs Comtcdics, oytbcrfortho finenesse of plausible elocution, 
or the rareness of poetical invention, than that Elvish queene doth to his Orlando 
Punoso, which noiwithstiinding, you will necdos seem to emulate, and hope to overgo, 
as you flatly professed yourself in one of jour last letters Besides that, you know 
it hath bene the usual practise of the most exquisite and odde wittes in all nations, 
and especially in Italic, rather to shewe and advaunce themselves that way than any 
other , as namelj', those tlurce notonous dyscoursing haids Bibiena, Machiavel, and 
Axctinc did (tolctBcmbo and Ariosto passe), with the great admiration and wonderment 
of the whole countrey , being indeede reputed matchablo in all points, both for conceyt 
of witt4^ and eloquent decyphenng of matters, eitlier with Aristophanes and Menander 
I in Greek, or with Plautus and Terence in ^tin, or with any other in any other tong 
r But I wDl not stand greatly with you m your owno matters If so be the Faery 
Queen bo fairer in your cio than tlie Nine Muses, and Hobgoblin runne away with the 
; garland from Apollo , markc what I saye, and yet I will not say that I thought , but 
' there is an end for this once, and fare you well, till God or some good Aungell putte 
/ you in a bettor mindo ’ 

Jj Clearly the Faerie Queene was but little to Harvey’s taste It was too alien from 
the cherished exemplars of his heart Happily Spenser was true to himself, and 
I went on with liis darling work in spite of tho strictures of pedantry This is not the 
jj only instance in which the dubious character of Harvey’s influence is noticeable Tlie 
g. letters, from one of uhich tho abov’o doom is quoted, enlighten us also as to a grand 
scheme entertained at this time for foremg the English tongue to conform to tho 
metrical rules of tho classical languages A similar attempt was made in tho course 
^ of tho sixteenth century in other parts of Europe, and with tlie same final issue 
^ Gabnel Barvoy was an active loader in this deluded movement. When Sidney too, 
and Dyer, another poet of the time, proclaimed a ‘ general surceasing and silence of

Spensoi of tLo sensitn c ear wrote tlieso lines AAnien tho pedantic phantasy which 
had for a while seduced and corrupted him had gone from him, with what remorse he 
must have remembered these strange monsters of his creation ' Let us conclude our 
glance at this sad fall from harmony hy quoting the excellent words of one who was a 
hitter opponent of Harvey in this as in other matters * The hexameter verse,’ says 
Nash in his Fowre Letters Confuted^ 1592, ‘I graunt to be a gentleman of an auncient 
house (so IS man} an English beggar), }ct this clyme of ours hce cannot thrive in, our 
speech IS too cragg}’ for him to sot his plough in , hee goes twitching and hopping in 
ovw language like a man running upon quagmiers up tlie hill in one syllable and 
down tho dale in another , retaining no part of that stately smooth gate, which he 
vaunts himselfe with amongst the Gieeks and Latins ’ 

I' Some two } ears were spent by Spenser in the onjo} mont of Sidney’s friendship and 
Ithc patronage of Sidne}’s unde Hiuing this time he would seem to have been con- 
stantly hoping for some preferment According to a tradition, first recorded hy Fuller, 
th6 obstructor of the success of his suit was tho Ticasuror, Lord Burgliley It is clear 
that he had enemies at Couit — at least at a later time Li 1591, in his dedication of 
Calm Clouts Come Home Again, ho entreats Haleigh, to ‘ with your good countenance 
protest against tho malice of cnll mouthos, which are always wide open to carpo at 
and misconstrue my simple meaning ’ A passage in tlio Eutnes of Time (see the hnes 
beginning ‘ 0 grief of griefs ' 0 full of all good hoaits J ’) points to tho same conclusion , 
and so the concluding lines of the Sixth Book of tho Faerie Qiieene, when, having told 
how tho Blatant Beast (not hilled as Lord Macaulay 6a}S in his essay on Bnnyan, but) 
‘ supprest and tamed ’ for a while by Sir Calidoro, at last bioke his iron chain and 
ranged again through tho world, and raged sore in each degree and state, he adds —

A sonnet addressed to Harvey, is dated ‘Dubhn this xviij of July, 1586 ’ Again, 
in the course of the decad now under consideration, Spenser received a grant of land 
lA Cork — of S,028 acres, out of the forfeited estates of tie JSbrl of Hesmond 
' All these circumstances put togetlior make it probable, and more than probable, that 
Spenser remained in Ireland after Lord Grey's recall. How diorough his familianty 
with the countiy grow to be, appears from the work concerning it which he at last 
produced 

S Tliej ears, 1586-7-8 were eventful both for.£n^and.nnd for Spenser In the first 
Sidney expired of wounds reccii cd at Zutphen , in the second, Mary Queen of Scots 
was executed, in the third, God blow and scattered the Armada, and also Leicester 
died Spenser weeps over Sidney — there was never, perhaps, mote weeping, poetical 
and other, over any death than over tliat of Sidney— nirbi^As^r^Arf, the poem above 
i mentioned. This poem is scarcely worthy of the sad occasion — the flower of knight- 
hood cut down ore its pnme, not jet

IVhcn blighting was nearest 

Certainly it in no way expresses what Spenser undoubtedly felt when the woeful news 
came across the Channel to him in his Irish homo Probably his grief was ‘too deep 
i ^or tears.’ It was probably one of those ‘huge cares’ which, in Seneca’s phrase, not 
I ‘loquuntur,’ but * stnpont ’ He would fain have been dumb and opened not his mouth , 
but the fashion of the time called upon him to ^oak. He was expected to hnng 
hiB immortelle, so to say, and lay it on his hero’s tomb, though Ins limbs would 
scarcely support him, and his hand, qmvcring with the agony of his heart, could with 
diflScuIty either weave it or carry it All the six years they had been parted, the 
image of that chivalrous form had never been forgotten It had served for the one 
model of all that was highest and noblest in his eyes It had represented for him all 
true knighthood Nor all the years that ho lived after Sidney’s death was it for- 
gotten. It is often before him, ns he writes his later poetry, and is greeted always 
with undying love and sorrow Thus in the JBmnes of Time, ho breaks out in a sweet 
fervour of unextmguishcd aScction

round about Kilcolman *On the whole then we may suppose thatlus residence at 
Eilcohnan began dot later than 1588. It was to be roughly and tombly ended ten 
years after. 

IVo may suppose ho was hving there in peace and quiet, not perhaps undisturbed by 
growing murmurs of discontent, by signs of unrepressed and irrepressible hostility 
towards his nation, by ill-conccnlcd sympathies with the Spamsh invaders amongst 
the native population, when the Armada came and went. The old castle in which 
ho lived had been one of tho residences of the Earls of Desmond It stood some 
two miles from Donerailo, on tlie north side of a lake which was fed by tho river Awhey 
or Mulla, as the poet chnstoned it 

‘Two miles north-west of Doneraile,’ writes Charles Smith in his Natural and Civil 
History of the County aud City of Corl, 1774, (i 340, 341) — ‘is Eolcoleman, a ruined 
casUo of the Earls of Desmond, but more celebrated for being the residence of the 
immortal Spenser, when he composed his divino poem 77ic Faene Qiieene Tho castle 
IS now almost level with the ground, and was situated on the north side of a fine 
lake, in the midst of a vast plain, terminated to tho oast by the county of Waterford 
nioimtdins , Bally-hoivxa lulls to the north, or, us Spenser terms them, the mountains 
of Mole, Kaglo mountains to the south, and the mountams of Kerry to the west It 
commanded a view of above half the breadth of Ireland , and must have been, when 
the adjacent uplands wore wooded, a most pleasant and romantic situation, from 
whence, no doubt, Spenser drew several ports of tho scenary of his poem,’

He presents a picture such ns would hive dehghtcd his own fancy, thongh perhaps 
file actual expeneneo may not have been nn illoycd with pain It is a picture which 
in many ways resembles tlint presented by one of a kindred typo of genius, who has 
already been mentioned as of affinity with him — by Wordsworth Woidsworth too 
sang in a certain sense from the shade, far awav from the vanity of courts, and tho I 
uproar of cities, sang 'from a still pLice, remote from men ,’ sang, hko his own ^ 
Highland girl, all alone with the 'vale profound' ‘overflowing with the sound,’ j 
finding too, objects of friendslup ond love in the forms of nature which surrounded Ins 
tranquil home 

Of these two poets m their vanons lonelinesses one may perhaps quote those cxquisito

Southern Ireland Hie recipients vrero termed ‘ undertakers , ’ it iras one of their 
duties to repair the ravages indicted during the recent tumults and bnng the lands 
committed to them into some state of cultivation and order. 

The TOirs had been followed by a famine ' Even in the history of Ireland, writes 
the latest biographer of Sir Walter Ealeigh, ‘ tliore are not many scenes more full of 
horror tlian those which the historians of that penod rapidly sketch when showing us 
the condition of almost the whole province of Munster in the year 1584, and the years 
immediately succeeding’* 

The claims of his duties as an ‘undertaker,’ in addition perhaps to ccitain tioiibles 
at court, where his rival Essex was at this time somewhat superseding him in the 
royal favour,t and making a tcmjioraiy absence not undesirable, brought Ealeigh into 
Cork County m 1689 A fuU account of this visit and its important results is gii eii 
us in Cohn Clouts Come Some Again, which gives us at tlie same time a charming 
picture of the poet's life at Eilcolnian Colin himself, lately' returned home fiom 
England, tells hts brothci shepherds, at their urgent request, of his ' passed fortunes.' 
He begins with Eoleigh's visit One day, ho tells them, us ho sat

them, and they gaio promise of splendid fruits to bo thereaftei yielded In 
1593 appeared Fcniisand Adoma, in tho following ycarXttcrfcc, in 1895, Sponsor's 
Epithidamtum , in 1596, tho second three books of tho Faerie Quccne, in 1597, 
Bacon’s Essai/s and tho first part of Hooker's Ecck'^iasitcal Polity During all those 
years various plays, of increasing power and beauty, were proceeding from Shak- 
spere’s hands; by 1698 about half of his oxtant plays had certainly' been com- 
posed ^nrly in 1599, he, who may bo said to have ushered in this illustrious period, 
he whoso radiance first dispersed Uio darkness and made tho day begin to bo, our 
poet Spenser, died ♦ But the day did not die vnth him , it was then but approaching

Tho three books wore dedicated to tho Queen They' were followed in tho onginiil 
edition — are preceded in later editions — first, by tho letter to Bnloigli above mentioned, 
then by six poetical pieces of a commondatoiy sort, written by friends of tho poet — 
by Baleigh who wntes two of tho pieces, liy llarv'oy who now praises and wcll-vnshes 
tho poem he had discountenanced some y cars before, by * E S ,’ by' * H B ,’ by ‘ W L , ' 
lastly, by sovontcon sonnets addressed by tho poet to various illustnous personages , 
to Sir Chnstopher Hatton, to Lord Burghloy', to tho Earl of Essex, Lord Charles 
HoviTird, Lord Grey of Wilton, Lord Buckhurst, Sir Francis Wallingham, Sir John 
Norns, Bought, lord president of Munster, Sir Walter Baleigh, tho Countess of 
Femlwoke, and others tTh^cT^cIlenco of the. poem was at onco generally perceived 
and acknowledged Sponsor had already, as wo have seen, gained great applause by 
lys Shcpheardcs Calendar, published some ten years before the coming out of his 
greater work.

the poetical literature of Italy Then its life had lately been ennobled bj deeds of 
splendid courage crowned -with as splendid success In tlie year 1590, if ever, this 
®nntry, in respect of its literary condition and in respect of its general high and 
hoble excitement^ was ready for the reception of a great poem 
Such a poem undoubtedly was the Faerie Qu^ene, although it may perhaps be 
admitted that it "was a work likely to "win farour •with the refined and cultured sections 
of the community rather than with tho community at large Strongly impressed on 
it as were the instant influences of tho day, yeb in many ways it was marked by a 
certain archaic character It depicted a world — the world of diivalry and romance — 
which was departed , it drew its images, its forms of life, its sccneiy, its reiy language, 
fixim the past Then the genius of our literature in the latter part of Queen Elizabeth’s 
reign •was emphatically dramatic in the intense life of these years men longed for 
reality Eow tho Fame Queene is one long idealizing These circumstances are to be 
accounted for partly by the character of Spenser’s genius, partly by the fact already 
i ^ted that chronologically Spenser is the earliest of the great qnrits of his day In 
|rnth he stands between two worlds be belongs partly to the new time, partly to the 
hid, he IS the last of one age, ho is tho first of another, he stretches out one band 
into the past to Chancer, the other rests upon the shoulder of Milton I 


CHAPTER 17. 

1591-1599 

It is eagr to imagine how intensely Spenser enjoyed his visit to London It is 
uncertain to what extent that visit -was prolonged Ho dates the dedication of his 
Colm CUmite Come Some Again ‘from my house at Hilcolman, the 27 of December, 
1591 * On the other hand, the dedication of lus Paphnatda is dated ‘ London this 
first of Januano 1691,’ that is 1592 according to our new style Evidently there is 
some mistake here Prof Craik ^suspects’ that in the latter instance 'the date 
January 1691 ’ is used in the modern meaning, he quotes nothing to justify such a 
suspicion , but it would seem to be correct. Todd and others have proposed to alter 
the ‘ 1691 ’ in tho former instance to 1596, tho year in which Cohn Clouts Come Some 
Again was pubbshed, and with which the allusions made in the poem to contemporaiy 
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■writers agree , but this proposal is, as -wo shiU see, sciicc^ teiial)le The manner 
in which the pnbhsher of the Complavnts, 1591, of trhidi publicition we shnll speak 
presently, introduces that ivork to the * gentle reader,’ seems to shotr that the poet tnis 
not at the tune of the pnbltshing easily accessible He speaks of haring endetroured 
* by all good meanes (for the better encreaso and accomplishment of jour delights) to 
get into my hands such small poems of the same authors, as I heard wore disperst 
abroad in snndne hands, and not casie to bee come bj by himselfc , some of them 
having been divershe imbeziled and purloyned from him since lus dep'drturc oucr sea ’ 
He says he understands Spenser 'wrote sundne others' besides those noir collected, 
‘besides some other Pamphlets loosdie scattered abroad . which when I can cither 
byhimselfe or otherwise attaine too I mcono likewise for your fuuour sake to' set 
foorth ' It maj be supposed with much probabihty that Spenser returned to liis 
pash castle some time in 1591, in all likelihood after Pcbmaiy, in which montli he 
deceived the pension mentioned above, and on the other Imnd so as to hare tiiiio to 
■write the onginal draught of Cohn Gottis Come Some Again before the clo'-e of 
December 

The reception of the Faene Qiieene had been so favourable that in 1591 it would 

seem, as has been shown, after Spenser s departure— tho publisher of that poem i 
dete^ned to put forth what other poems by tho same hand he could g-ither i

that had been extremely frequent dimng Spenser’s youth Its text is that ancient 
one ‘ Vamty of Vanities , all is Vanity ’ — & very obvious text in all ages, but perhaps 
especially so, as has been hinted, m the sixteenth century, and one verj frequontlj 
adopted at that time This text is treated m a manner characteristic of the age It is 
exempliiied by a senes of visions. The poet represents himself as seeing at Verulum 
an apparition of a woman weeping over the decay of that ancient town This 
woman stands for the town itself Of its whflome glones, she says, after a vain 
rceountmg of them, 

tFbov all are gone anS an wltli them is gone, 

Ne ought to me remoines, bat to lament 
i 3Iy long decay 

No one, she continues, weeps with her, no one remembers her, 

Gave one that maugre fortunes injune 
And times decay, and cnuies crndl tort 
Hath -imt my record In true seeming sort 

, Camhden the nonrice of nntiqwUe, 

And Innteme unto late succeeding age. 

To see the light of simple ventic 
Boned m rnmes, through the great outrage 
Of her owne people, led -with -warlike rage, 

Cambden, though time all monlments obscure, 

Tet thy ]nst labouTS ever shall endure 

Then she rebukes herself for these selfish moanings by calling to mind bow far 
from sohtaiy she is in her desolation She recalls to mmd the great ones of the land 
who have lately fallen — Leicester, and Dudley, and Sidney — and wonders no longer 
at her own rum. Is not Transit Gloria the lesson taught everywhere ? Then other 
visions and emblems of instability are seen, some of them not darkly su^esting tb.-it i 
what passed away from earth and apparently ends may perhaps bo glorified elsewhere 
The second of those collected poems — 2Tie Tearcs of the Muses — dedicated, as we haic 
seen, to one of tho poet’s fair cousins, the Lady Strange, deplores tlio general intellec- 
tual condition of the time It is doubtful wbetlier Spenser fully conceived wliat a 
bnlliant literary age was beginning about tho year 1590 Perhaps his long absence 
in Ireland, the death of Sidney who was the great hope of England Spenser knew, 
the ecclesiastical controversies raging when he revisited England, may partly account 
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for his despondont tone itb nfcrenco to hteraturc ITo mtroduces cacli Muie wcpping 
for the iitelcct and contempt suffered by hw respective province Uc who describes 
i these tears was himself destined to drj them , and Shnkbpere, who. if anjonc, wos to 
make the faces of the Mnses bhtho and bright, vras now rapidly approaching hts prime 
%ere can bo little doubt that Spenser was acquainted with Shiiksptre They had 
both been intimately connected with the Earl of Leicester , and though, inasmuch as 
Spenser was ptohablj onl of En^and from 1580-00, and ShaUpere did not coroo up 
to London till 1585 or 1586, they could not have met together at their great patron’s 
house, jet this intimate connection with one and the same person must certainly have 
resulted in their forming manj common associations and friendships (Spenser was an 
intimate friend of the Earl of Essex , Shiiksptro was an intimate friend of the Earl 
of SonUiampton, who was one of the most attached friends of that Earl of Esseii A 
. personal acquaintance with Shakspero mnst undoubtedly have been one of the roost 
‘ mcinori.blc events of Spenser s visit to Loudon in 1589 Ealoigh, who was the founder 
of those famous meetings at the Mermaid Tavern in Fndav Street, Chcapsido, may at 
one of them have introduced to each other the two greatest poets of the day , ono of them 
the greatest of all days There can bo little doubt that Thalia in the Tfansof the Mttm 
refers m the following passage to Shaksperc the comic stage, she says, is degraded, 

Asd those sweete wits which wont the Utc to fmme 
Arc now ilesplzd and made a lnn{,hSng gome 

And he the man whom Satore selfe bed made 
To moth hcieclfc and Tmth to imitate, 

With kind]} counter under Mimiclc shade, 

Onr pleasant Wllijr, oh * is dead oT late , 

Vt ith whom ail jor and 30II7 roeriment 
Is also deaded and in dolour drent. 

The context shows that by • dead’ is not meant physical death, but that 

That same gentle spirit, from whose pea 
Large streomes of bonnlc and sircetc nectar fiowc, 

produces nothing, sits idlo-handed and silent, rather than pander to the grosser tastes 
of the day 

Of the remaining works published m the Comptamti, the only other one of recent 
composition is ifin^^otmos, which, as Prof Cnik suggests, would seem to he an 
allegorical narrative of some matter recently transpired It is dated 1590, but nothing 
IS known of any earlier edition tlian that which appears in the C07nplmnts Of tho 
other pieces hy far tho most interesting is Prosopopma, or Mother Hiibbarde Talc not 
only be^se it is m it, as has been said, Spenser most carefully imitates his ^at 
mast« Chancer, hut for its inlnnsic ment-for its easy style, its 4nons 
^lal pictures In the dedication ho speaks of it as « These my idle labours whidi 
having long siihens composed in tho raw conceipt of my voutk I ’ vTIT 
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> clearly a bitter perbonal expenence to hare been composed before Spenser had groArn 
familiar mtlx tlie Court 

The remaining pieces in the Comjplainis consist of translations or imitations, com- 
posed probably some years before, though probably in some cases, as has been shoum, 
revised or altogether recast 

Probably in the same year mth the Complaints* — that is in 1691 — rras published 
Paphnaida, ‘ an Elegie upon the death of the noble and rertuous Douglas Hoivard, 
daughter and heire of Heniy Lord Hon aid, Viscount Byndon, and mfe of Arthur 
Georges, Esquire’ Tins elegy vras no doubt written before Spenser returned to 
Ireland, It is marked by his characteristic diffuseness, abundance, melody 

Certainly before the close of the jear 1691 Spenser found himself once more in his 
old castle of Eilcolman A life at Court could never have suited him, hou’erer irksome 
at times his isolation in Ireland may have seemed When his friends wondered at his 
returning unto 

lltus barrrtn soyle, 

'When cold and care and jxiiuiv do dwell. 

Here to keep shcepo with hunger and with ./oyle, 

he made answer that he, 

"Whose former dayes 
Had m mde fields been altogether spent, 

Hurst not ndrentun such unknovs-en u ayes, 

Nor trust the guile oi fortune’s blandishment , 

- But mther chose back to mj sheepe to tonme, 

liVliose utmost bnrdnessc 1 befon bad tryde. 

Then haring lenmd repentance late to monme

' That life, mth all its intngues and self-seekings and scandals, had no charms for him 
Once more settled in his home, he 117010 an account of his recent absence from it^ 1 
which he entitled Cohn Clouts Come Home Again This poem was not published 
Jill 1595 , hut, whatever additions were subsequently made to it, there can be no 
doubt it was originally written immediately after his return to Ireland Sitting in 
the quiet to which he was but now restored, he reviewed the splendid scenes he had 
lately witnessed, ho recounted the famous wits he had met, and the fair ladies he 
had seen in the great London world , and dedicated this exquisite Diary to the friend 
who had introduced him into that bnUiant circle It would seem that Baleigh had 
accused him of indolence That over-restless schemer could not appreciate the poet’s 
dreaminess iThat you may see,’ wntes Spenser, ‘ that I am not alwaies ydle as jee 
think, though not greatly well occupied, nor altogither undutifiill, though not precisely 
officious, I make you present of this simple pastorall, unworthie of jour higher 
, concoipt for the meanesse of the stile hut agreeing with the truth in circumstance and 
i matter The which I humbly beseedi you to accept in part of paiment of the infinite 
; debt m which I odmowledge myselfe bounden unto you for your singular favours and 
snndnegood tnmes shewed to me at my late being in England, &c ’ 

I TUo condusion of this poem commemorates, as we have seen, Spenser’s enduring

The phrase ‘conntiy lass’ in this rapturous passage has been taken to signify that she 
to whom It IS applied was of mean origin , but it scarcely bears this construction ' 
Probably all that is meant is that her family was not connected with the Court or the 
Court circle She was not high-bom , but she was not low-bom The final sonnets 
refer to some mahcious reports circulating about him, and to some local separation 
between the sonneteer and his mistress This separation was certainly ended in the 
June following his acceptance — ^that is, the June of 1694 , for in that month, on St 
Barnabas’ day, that is, on the llth, Spenser was married This event Spenser cele- 
brates in the finest, the most perfect of all his poems, in the’ most beautiful of all 
bridal songs — ^in his I^ithalamtum He had many a time sung for others , he now 
bade the Muses crown tlieir heads with garlands and help him his own love’s praises 
to resound — 

So I unto my selfe along will sing. 

The woods shall to me answer, and my echo ting 

Then, with the sweetest melody and a refinement and grace incomparable, he sings 
■with a most happy heart of various matters of the marriage day — of his love’s waking, 
of the merry music of the minstrels, of her coming forth in all the pride of her visible 
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loveliness of that ‘imrard beautj of her Inch sj>ri{,ht' which no ejcscnn ree, of

where Essex Street now is, and is still represented by the two pillars which stand at [ 
the bottom of that street — Spenser no doubt renewed liis friendship with Shakspere 
This intimacj* with Essex, with whatever intellectual advanhiges it may have been 
attended, with whatever bright spmts it maj have brought Spenser acquainted, pro- 
bably impeded his prospects of preferment There can be no doubt that one of the 
motives that brought him to England was a desire to adiance his fortunes Camden

But his residence in Ireland was now to bo rudoh 
terminated. 

Tho Inshrj had ever since the suppression of Hugh 0 Neal s tchelhon in 1680, been 
but w.aiting for another opportumtj to rise Tliat suppression had not brought picifl* 
cation in its tom In tho autiunn of 1598 broke out nnother of these fearful 
insurrections, of wluch the history of English rule lu irehmd is mainly composed 
In the Siptembcr of that year Spenser was at the zcnitli of his prosperity In that 
month amicd the letter recommending his appointment to bo SheniT of Cork. It 
seems legitimate to connect tins mark of royal favour with the fact that at tho begin* 
mng of the preceding mouth Lord BnrgMoy had deceased Tho great obstnictor of 
the Queen’s bounty was xemaved, and Spenser might hope that now at In«t, the hour 
of bis prospenty was come So f-ir as is known, his dome«lic life wn>- •>ereno and 
happy The yoys of tho hnsbaad had been ctoivned with those of the fithcr. Two 
sons, os may be gatliorcd from the names given to them— they wore chnslcncd Sj Ivaniw 
and Peregrine— hod been by this time bom to him , according to Sir William Bethmi 
who drew up a pedigree of Spenser’s family, communic.ited to the Grttt!man’s 
Magastne for August 1842, by Sir F C Spenser of Ilnliiaic, another son and a

story, if it IS anything moro than a mere rulgnr rumonr, so far as it shons anything, 
shows that ho was in no such leiy extreme need of •raccour Had his destitution been 
so complete, lie u-onld have accepted the pieces for his family, even though ‘he had no 
time to spend thorn himself.’ It must ho remembered that be was still in receipt 
of a pension from the crown , a pension of no very considerable amount, perhaps, but 
still large enough to satisfy the pangs of hunger King Street, Westminster, was 
then a street of some importance and dignity But numerous passages might be 
quoted to show that he died in somewhat straitened circumstances 

It was said, some thirty-four jears after Spenser’s death, that in his hurried flight 
from Ireland the remaining six boohs of the Faenc Qnecne were lost But'lt is very 
unlihclj that those books wore over completed * Perhaps some fragments of them 
may have penshed in the flames at Kilcolman — eertainly only two cantos have reached 
us These wore first printed in 1611, when tho first six books were repubhshed 
The general testimony of his contemporaries is that his song was broken off in the 
midst Says Browne in his Bnianma's Pastorals (Book ii s 1) —

erected bj Anno, Countess of Dorset, in 1620

husband Eoger Scckerstone certain documents relating to tho paternal estate Till a 
very recent time there were descendants of Spenser living in tho south of Ireland.

troundnesse, and so grave for the straungenesse 
! And Jirate of the tvordes to speake, 1 graunt 


they be something hai d, and of most men un- 
usvd, yet both English, and also used of most 
excellent Authors, and most famous Poetes 
In whom, ivhenas this our Poet hath bene 
much travelled and throughly redd, how could 
it be, (as that worthy Oratour sayde") but that 
walking in the sonne, although for other cause 
he walked, yet needes he mought be sunburnt, 
and, having the sound of those auncient Poetes 
stilt ringing tn his cares, he mought needes, in 
singing, hit out some of theyr tunes But 
whether he xiseth them by such casualtye and 
eustome, or of set purpose and choyse, as 
thinking them fittest for such rusltcall rude- 
nesse of shepheards, eyther foi that theyr 
rough sounde would make his rymes more 
ragged and rustical, or els because such aide 
and obsolete wordes are most used of country 
Jolke, sure I think, and think I think not 
amtsse, that they bring great grace, and, as 
one would say, auctontie to the verse For 
albe, amongst many other faultes, it specially 
be objected of VaUa against Livie, and of 
other against Saluste, that with over much 
stiidie they affect antiquitie, as coveting thereby 
credence and honor of elder yeeres, yet I am 
^opinion, and eke the best learned are of the 
fyke, that those auncient sotemne wordes are a 
great ornament, both in the one, and in the 
other, the one labouring to set forth in hys 
worke an eteniall image of antiquitie, and the 
other carefully discoursing matters of gravitie 
and importaunce For, if my memory fade 
not, Tidlie, tn that boole wherein he ende- 
loureth to set forth the paterne of a perfect 
Oratour, saytk that ofttimes an auncient worde

scethnotthegrosscncsscot such as b> colour 
of learning would mike us belecve that tliev 
arc more nglitlv termed Ectoqai, as they 
vrould sav, extriordinary discourses of iin- 
ueccssarie matter which dclimtion albe in 
substaunce and meaning it agree with the 
nature of the thing, >ct no whit ansirereth 
with the avoAvinf and mterpietatioii of the 
w or^ For thev be not termed Eclogues, but 
JEqloques, which sentence this authoiir vciy 
well observing, upon good judgement, though 
indccdc few Gotclieards have to doe herein 
nethelesse doubteth not to cid them by the 
used and best knowen name Other cunous 
discourses hereof I reserve to greater occasion

to be honoured intti so excellent a Poets nork, as 
so renonmed and ennobled onely by hys meancs 
Which being declared in a most eloquent Oration

had before subdued the people unto him, and

Eudox VI hat rcmcdi e is there, then, or 
meniics to avoyde this mconi cnicnce ^ for, 
without fust cutting of this claungerous 
customer it scemeth hard to plantc any 
sounde ordinaunce, or reduce them to a cii ill 
goi emment, since nil they r ill customes ate 
permitted unto them 

Iren .Siirclv nothing hard , for by this 
Act of Parliament wherof we speakc, nothing 
was giien to King Hemr which he had not 
before from his aiincestours, but onely the 
bare name of n King , for all other absolute 
power of pnncipahtie lie had m himself' 
before denied from manv former Kingcs, his 
famous progenitors and woortby conquerours 
of that land The winch, sithcnce thei firat 
conquered and subdued unto them by force, 
what ncedeth nfterw ard to enter into any such 
iffle termes with them to be called thevr 
King, wheras it was in the power of the 
conquoronr to take i pon himself what title 
he wall 01 er the dominions conquered For 
”” the conqueronrs, as Inlli to Bnitus 
savth, Therfore (me seeroes) insteedo of ^o 
^eat and mcritonous a service as they host 
they* performed to the King, m bringing all 
the Insh to acknowledge him for thevr Leige, 
they did great hurt unto liis title, and hme 
Jcit a pcrpctuall gall m the my ndes of that 
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n ic itlioa, before being absolutch boniid 
IS obedience, are no^i tyed lint mth 
tennes, whciis els both the>T Ines, thejr 
landes, and thejr hbcrtjes iverc in his free 
poiier to appojnc nhat tenures^ ^\hat Mires, 
irlmt conditions he iioitid oierthem ivhich 
ircre nil his aj^ainst 11 Inch tlierc could be 
no nglitfiiU rcsistauiiLc, or if there 11 ere, he 
might, 11 hen he iiould, estaWish them iiith a 
stroDge hand 

Evdox Yea, but perhaps it seemed better 
unto that noble King to bring them by thei r 
oivne accord unto his obedience, and to plant 
a peaceable goi eminent amoiigcst them, 
then bi snch violent meancs to keepe them 
under Neither j et hath be therebj lost any 
thing tliat he formerly bad , for hai iiig all 
before absolutely in his oime poiier, it rc- 
maj nctli so still unto him, he hai ing neither 
foigiieii nor forgone anj thing therby unto 
them, but hat mg rcceatcd something from 
them , that is, a more voluntary and loj nil 
subjection 5 oe tliat her Majesty may j et, 
nlicn it shall please her, alter any thing of 
those fomicr ordmauiices, or appoynt other 
Ian e?, that maj bo more both for her oirne 
behoof, and for the good of that people 
Iren Not soe, for it is not soe easye, 
noir that tlimges are gnmen into an linbite 
and hate thci ro certajmc course, to chaiiiigc 
the clianncll, and tiimc the streamc another 
naj,for thej'maj’ have none a colourable 
pretence to* irithstand such Innovations, 
having accepted of other lanes and rules 
allreadj c 

Ettdox Butjonsaj Uicj' doe not accept of 
them, but delight rather to Icane to thej r old 
customes and Ilrchoon lanes, though tnej be 
much more unjust and also more inconvenient I 
for the common people, as bj jourlaterelation 
of them I ha\ e gathered As for the Ian es 
of England, they ate surely most just and 
most ngreablc both nitli the goicmment and 
natli the nature of the people Hon falles it 
then, that 1 011 seeme to dislike of them as 
not soe racctc for that rcalme of Ireland, and 
not onlj the Common Lane, but also the 
Statutes and Acts of Parliamcntc, which were 
specially pro\ ided and intended for the oncly 
benefitt therof ^ 

Iren I nas about to hate told you mj 
reason therm, but that j ourself drewe me 
away mth other questions, for I n as shelving 
you by nhat meancs, and bj nhat sort, the 
Positii e Lancs nere first brought in and es- 
tablished bj the Norman Conqncrour nhicb 
nere not bj him devised or applyed to the 
state of the realme tlien being, nor as j etmight 


best be, (os shoiddbj Ian givers pnncipally 
be ri^arded) but nere mdeedethe verj' lanes 
of his onne countrej’- of Normandie The 
condition nherof hon farr it dilfercth from 
this of England is apparaunt to ci ciy least 
judgement But to tronsfcir the same Ian es 
for the government of thd rcalme of Ireland 
nas much more inconvenient and nnmeetc, 
for he found 1 better advauntage of the time, 1 
then nas m the planting of them m Ireland, ' 
and folloned the execution of them with 
more seieritie, and was also present in par- 
son to overlooke the Magistrates, and to 
overall e the subjcctes with the terrour of his 
siioord and countenaunce of his Majestje. 
But not soe m Ireland, for thej nere other- 
wise affected, and j et doc soe remaj'nc, soe 
as the same Ian es (me seemes) can ill sitt 
nitli thej'r disposition, or noorke that reibr- 
m ition that is 11 ished Foi lawes ought to 
be fashioned unto the manners and conditions 
of the people, to whom thei are ment, and 
not to be imposed unto them according to 
tlie simple rule of right , for ds fas I saj d) 
m steede of good thej' mav noorlcc ill, and 
pen ert Justice to extreme Injustice For he 
that n ould transfenr the Ian es of the Lace- 
demonians to the people of Athens should 
find a greate absuiilitye and inconvenience 
For those Lancs of Lacedoimon nere de- 
vised bj" Lv curgus, as most proper and best 
agremg nith tliat people, nhom be knene to 
be endvned alltogither to narres, and tlieic- 
forc nhoUv trajmed them tip even from thejT 
craddels m armes and mihtaij exercises, 
cleane contrarj e to the institution of Solon, 
nho, in his lanes to the Atheniens, laboured 
bj all mcanes to temper theyr viarhck coiir- 
adge nith sn eete delight of leammg and sci- 
ences, soe that as much as the one excelled m 
armes, the other exceeded in knon ledge The 
like regard and moderation ought to be had in 
tempenng, and managing of this stubborne 
nation ot the Irish, to biiii|r them from that 
delight of licentious barbansmeiinto the love 
of goodness and civilitj e 

Eudnx I can not see how that maj better 
be then bj the discipline of the lanes of Eng- 
land for the English nere, at the first, as 
stout and n arrelikc a people as ev er n ere the 
Irish, and jet je see are non brought unto 
that cmlitve, that no nation in the norld 
excelleth them in all goodh conversation, 
and all the studjes of knonledge and hu- 
manitj c. 

Iren Wliat ting now be both v on and I 
sec vetj’ well, but by how many thomv e and 
h ml wav 03 thej are* come thereunto, bv how 
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lnAn^ cl^lllb^o^les,bJ how many tuinultuouB 
I rebellion^, that even Inzartled oftentimes 
tbo whole aafctic of thehmgilome, mai cascly 
be considered all which they ncscrtheless 
fajrclj orercanic, bi reason of the conimuaD 
presence of the King, ivliose onelj parson is 
oftentimes m stceile of an arm} , to coninj ne 
the unrul) people from a thousand e\ ill oc- 
casions, which thiswrttched kingdomc is, for 
w ant therof, da} 1} carri ed into 1 he w hicli, 
whcnsoc the} make head, iioe lawes, noe

Iren The} sn} that they continued in that 
loavlyness, untill thc time that thc dia ision 
betweene the two bowses of Lancaster and 
lorkc arose for the crowne of England at 
avhtch time all the great English Lordcs and 
Gcntcllmcn, winch had great possessions in 
IrdamI, lepaared oaor hithei info England, 
some to succour thcar frecndcs hccrc, and 
to strengthen thcar part} to obtaane the 
crowne, others to defend theyr landes and 
possessions heere agianst such as hoacred 
after the same upon hope of alterauon of the 
kingdomc, and succession of that side which 
thea favoured and affected. Then the Irish, 
whom they before had banished into tho

neere unto any mounta} nes or Irish desertes, 
had bene planted with English, w ere shortly 
displantcd and lost As name!} in Mounster 
all the landes ndjoymng to Slewlogliir, Arlo, 
and the bogg of Allone.

Eudox Surely this was a greate violence , 
but yet by your spcach it scemeth that only 
the countreyes and tallies neere adjoining 
unto those muiiutayncs and desertes, were 
thus recovered by the Irish , but how comes 
It nowe that we see almost all that roalme 
repossessed of tlicm ? Was there any more 
such enll occasions gron en by the troubles 
of England? Oi did the Irish, out of those 
places soe by them gotten, breake further 
and stretch themsebes through out the 
whole land? for now, for ought that I can 
understand, there is noc part but the bare 
English pale m which the Insh hate not

Iren But out of these small begmninges 
by them gotten neere the mountajnes, did 
they spredd themselves into the Inland , and 
also, to theyr furtlicr adi auntage, there did 
other like unhappy accidcntes happen out of 
England, which gat e hart and good opportn- 
mtj 0 to them to regaj ne theyr old posses- 
sions Eor, in the raigne of King Edward 
the finvrth, thmgcs remajmed yet in the same 
state that they were after the late breaking 
out of the Irish, which I spoke of, and that 
noble pnnee bt^ann to cast an eje unto Ire- 
land, and to mynd the rctormation of thmgcs 
there rnnn amiss for he sent o\ cr his brother

tavnes foote, in which they lurked, and soe 
kept them from brcalung any further, by 
buy Iding of strong holdes upon os eiy border, 


and fortifynng all passages Amongest w Inch 
he budded the castle of Clare in Tomond, of 
svbich countrey he had the inhcntaunce, and 
of Mortimers landes adjm mng, which is now 
(by the Insh) called iCdlalowc But the 
times of that good Kinggrosrmg also trouble- 
some did lett the thorough leformation of all 
thmges And tlienmto soone after was added 
another fatall mischeif) which srrought a ' 
greater calamity's then all the former For 
the said Duke of Clarence, then Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, was by practise of ovill per- 
sons about the King, his brother, called thence 
away, and soone after by simstermeaneswas 
cleane made away Presently after whoso 
death all the north reiolting did sett up 
O’neale for theyr Cnptay ne, being before that 
of small power and regard and there arose 
in that part of Tomond, one of the 0-Bncns, 
called Murroh en-Bmali, that is, Mornce 
of the Feame, or wast wslde places, whoe 
gathenng unto him all the reheks of the 
discontented Iiysh, eftsones surprised the 
said castle of Clare, burnt all, and spoiled 
all the English dwelling there, and m short 
space possessed all that countrey of bevond 
the Bivcr of Shannon and nccro adjoy mng 
whence shortly' breaking foortb, like a sud- 
dayne tempest, he oier-rann all Mounster

great towncs, as flrst Inshcquinn, then Killa- 
foib, before called Clanfort, afteninrdcs, 
Thnrlcs, Mournc Bnttciaiit, and many 
others, whose names I cannot remember, and 
of some of which there is now noe mcmoiy 
nor s^e remayning Uppon report wlierof 
then flocked unto him all the scumm of the

Iren All this avluch 30 have named, 
and mana' moe besides, often times have T 
right well knowen, (niiJ act often limes doe) 
kindle great fires of tumultuous broales in the 
comitre3 s bordering upon them All aa hich to 
rehearse should rather be to chronicle times, 
then to seal eh into reformation of abuses in 
that rcalmc and 501 very necdfull it avil bo 
to consider them, and the ea ills avhich they 
have often stirred up, that some redress 
thcrof, and prevention of the cviUs to come, 
may thereby the rather be devised But I 
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suppose ■ure sliall have a fitter opportunity 
for the same, iihen we shah speake of the 
particular abuses and enormitycs of that 
government, which wal be next after those 
generall defcctcs and mconveniences which 
1 sa%d were in the lawes, customes, and 
religion.

Iren The Common Law is (as before I 
saj d) of Itself most rightfull and veiy con- 
venient (I suppose) for the kinmlome for the 
which It was fust devised, for this (1 thinke) 
as It scemes reasonable, that out of the 
manners of the people, and abuses of the 
countrey, for which thev were invented, 
they talic theyr first beginning, or els they 
should be most unjust , for noe lawes of man 
(according to the straight rule of right) are 
just, but as in regard of the ei ills w bicli they 
prevent, and the safety of the common-wcale 
which thej provide for As for example, in 
the true ballauncing of justice, it is a fiatt 
wrong to punish the thought or purpose of 
nnv before it bo enacted, for true Justice 
puniiisheth nothmg but the cviU act or inched 
woord , j ct by the lawes of all kingdomes it 
IS a capitall enme to devise or purpose the 
death of the King the reason is, for that 
when such a purpose is effected, it should 
then be to late to dense thcrof, and should 
tume that common-wcale to more hurt bv 
such loss of theyr Prince, then such punnish- 
ment of the nialcfactonrs And therfure the 
lawe in that case punnisheth the thought, for 
better IS a misidieir, then an inconiemcnce 
Soe thatyus pohticum, though it be not of it 
self just, vet bv application, or rather ne- 
^•cessitjc. It IS made just, and this only 
respect mnketh all lawes just Now then, yf 
these lawes of Ireland be not likewise ap- 
plied and fitted for that rcalme, they are 
sure \ en inconi cniont. 

Eudox You reason strongly hut what 
unfittnoss doc jon findc m them for tliat 
rcalme? shewe ns some particulars 

Iren The Common Lawe appov ntclh that 
all tiynlLs as well of enmas as titles and 
rights, shal be made byierdittof a June, 
choosen out of the honcstest and most siib-

EutloA Thcac, which you h ive repeated, 
scenic very* frivolous and fniitclcss , foi by 
the breach of them litlc darainugc or lucou- 
vciuciicc can come to the Common-wealth 
Neither, indccdc, yfany tran-grcss them, shall 
he sceme woorthy of punuishment, scarce of 
blame; saving for that they bcaro the name of

aunciently all one For Pliitark (ns I re- 
member) in his Treatise of Homer, ende- 
1 oaring tosearche out the tnithc^ what coun- 
tryman Homer was, proicth it niost strongly 
(as he thmketli) that he was an ^Eolian 
borne, for that in describing a sacrifice of 
the Greckcs, he omitted the chinbone, the 
which all the other Grecians (saying the 
Aohans) doc use to bnrnc in they re sacri- 
fices allso for that he maketh theintrnlls to 
be rested on five spittcs, the which was 
the proper manner of the iBolians whoe 
ondy , of all nations and countrey s of Grecia, 
used to sacrifice in that sort, whereas all the 
rest of the Greekes used to tost them on thre 
spittcs Bj yvliichheiiiferrcth, iiecessanlje, 
that Homer was an ^olian And by the 
same reason may I (ns rcasonablie) conclude, 
that tlic Insli are discended from the Sci- 
thy ans , for that they' use to this day some 
of the same ceremonyes which the Scy- 
thians aunciently used As for c\nmplc, y e 
may lendc in Lucian, in thatsyycctc dialogue 
which IS intituled Toxans or of frendsliip, 
that the common oath of the Scy thians was 
by the swoord, and by the fire, for that they 
accounted these ty\o spccinll diyine poyrers, 
which should yyoorke vengeaunce on per- 
jurouTS So doc the Irish at this day, yvhen 
they goc to any battell sav certavne’pravcrs 
or charmes to they r sw oordcs, making a cross 
tlicreyyaili upon the earth, and thrusting the 
pointes of theyr blades into the ground, 
thinking therby to hay c the better success m 
light Al-o they use commonly to syycare 
hy they r sw oordcs Ltkeyviso at the kindling

leadein Bucldianan , and some of thelforth- 
em Irish hkeynse As j e may also rcade m 
the same bookc, in the' Tale of Arsacomas, 
that It was the manner of the Scy thians, 
when any one of them yyashcaycly yvronged, 
and would assemble unto him any forces of 
people to joy ne yyath him m his revenge, to 
sitt in some publick place for certayne day es 
upon an o\e hide, to which there yioidd 
resort all such persons as being disposed to 
take armes, yyould enter into his pay, or 
joyne with him m Ins quarrell, and the 
same y e may likewise rcade to hay e bene the 
auncient manner of the yyild Scotts, yrhich 
are indcedc the very natarall Irish More- 
over, the Scy thians used to swearo by' theyr 
Kinges hand, ns Olaus shew etb And soe doe ' 
the Irish nowe use to swcorc hy they'rLordes 
hand, and, to fomweare it, hold it more cn- 
mmnll tlicn to sweare by God Also the 
Scy thians say d, that they yrcrc once ey cry' 
y eare turned into yv oh cs, and soe is it yvritten 
of the Irish though Mr Camden in a better 
scncc doth suppose it yvos a disease, called 
Ly canthiopia, soe named of the w olfe And 
vet some of the Irish doe use to make the 
yvolfe thevr gossip The Scy thians also used 
to secth theyr flesh in the hide, and soe doc 
the Northern Insh yet The Scy thians like- 
wise used to boyle the blond of the beast yet 
liy mg, and to mnkemeate thereof and soe doe 
the Insh still in the North Many such cus- 
tomes I could recount tinto y on, as of theyr 
old manner of marrying, of burying, of 
dnuncing, of singing, of feasung, of cursing, 
tuough Christians haveyvipcd out the nio^t 
part of them, by rcscmblauncc yvherof it 
might play nly appeare unto y on that tlic 
nations are the same, but that by the reck- 
ning of these feyve which 1 have told unto !

ians and Scottes w care Ghbbes (as I shew ed 
you) to keepe thevr heades warmc, and long 


beardes to defend theyr faces from cold 
From them also (I thinke) came safiron 
shirtcs and smockes, which was devised by 
them in tliose hote country es, where safiron 
IS 1 ery common and nfe, lor avoy ding that 
evill which commeth by mnch sweating, 
and longe weanng of linnen also the w oniM 
amongest the old Spanyardes had the diarge 
of all household aftayves, both at home and 
abrode, (as Bohemus wnteth) though none 
the Spimardes use it quite othenvisc And 
soe hai e the Irish women the trust and care 
of all thingcs, both at home, and m the 
fieldes Likewise roimde leather targetts is 
tlie Spanish fashion, whoe used it (for the 
most part) pay nted, which in Ireland they 
use also, m many places, colouicd after they r 
rude fashion Morcoi cr the manner of they r 
womens ndmg on the wrong side of tlieyT 
horse, I mcane with theyr faces towardes the 
! right sid(^ as the Irish use, is (as they say) 
old Spanish, and, as some sii , Afihcanc, for 
amongest them the w omen (thci say ) use so 
to nde acrosse Also the deepe smock sleeve 
hanging to the grouiide, which the Irish 
women use, they sa\, it was old Spanish, 
and is used y et m Barbary e and y ct that 
should seemc rather to be an old English 
fashion, for ui armory the fashion of the 
Manche, which is giienin annes bv many, 
being indede nothing els then a sien e, is 
fashioned much hke to that slccic And 
that Knightcs m auncient times used to

Eadox Indeede, 1 remember that in } onr 
discourse of the first pcoplmg of Ireland, you 
sheued that the Serbians or Scottes were 
tlie first that sate downe in the Noithe, 
whereby it scemeth they may challenge some 
right therm Howe com^ it then that 
0-Neale clai-mes the dommion therof, and 
this Larle of 1 iionc saj eth the nglit is in 
him ® 1 praj you rcsoh e me therm , for it is 
verye needefnll to be knowen, and maketh 
most to the nght of the warre agaimst him, I 
whoscsucccssuscth commonly to be according ! 
to the justness of the cause, for which it is ^ 
made Tor jf Tj-rone have any nght in > 
thatsegniorve (mesecmcs) itsbould bewrong , 
to thrust him out or j f (as I remember j c ; 
sayd m the begmnmg) that 0-Neale, when 
he acknowledged the Kmg of England for 
his hege Lord and Soveraigne, did (as he 
alleageth) reserve m the same submission all 
his segnioiy es and nghtes unto himselfe, it 
should be accoumpted unjust to thrust him 
out of the same 

Iren lor the nght of 0-Neale in the 
segniorve of the Northe, it is surelv none at 
all 'ffor beside that the Kiiiges of England 
conquered all the realme, and tfaerebv assumed 
and invested all the nght of that land to 
themselves and thejT heyres and succes^ours 
for ever, soc as notliing was left m 0-Neale 
but what he receaied backc from them, 
0-Neale himselfe neier had any auncient 
segmorye in that countreje, but what bj 
usurpahon and encrochement, after the death 
of the Duke of Clarence, he gott upon the 
English, whose landes and possessions bemg 
formerly wasted bv the Scotts, under the 
leading of Edwarde le Bruce, (as I formerly 
declared unto you) he eft-sones entred into, 
and dthence hath wrongfnllye detavned, 
through the other occupations and great 
afiajTBs which the Kmges of England (soone 
after) fell into heere at home, soe as they 
could not mtend to the recoierje of that 
couiitrey of the Northc^ nor the rcstiuynmg 
of the msolency e of 0-Ncale , whoe, finding 
none nowe to w'lthstand him, raigned in that 
desolation, and made lumselfe Lorde of those 
fewe people that remayned then^ uppon 
whom ever smee he hatfi continued his first 


usurped power, and noive csacteth and ex- 
torteth upon all men what he hst. soe that 
nowe to subdue or ea-pell an usurper, should 
be noe unjust enterpnze nor wrongful! warre, 

I but a restitution of auncient nght unto the 
crowne of England, from whence they were 
most iinjusth e exp^cd and longe kept out 
Ettdox I am "verye gladd henn to he 
thus satisfv ed by you, that I may the better 
satisfye them whom often I have hearde ob- 
ject these doubtes, and slannderonslj to 
barke at the courses which ore held agaynst 
that trayterons Earle and his adherentes 
But nowe that you ha\e thus settled your 
service for Ulster and Connaughte, I would 
be gladd to hcarc your opuuon for the pro- 
secutmg of Feugh Mac Hughe, whoe bemg 
but a base \ illevn, and of himselfe of noe 
pow er,y et soe contmuallytronbleth that static 
notwithstanding that he lyeth under theyr 
nose, that I disday ne his bold arrogauncy'e, 
and thmke it to be the gieatcst indignity e' to 
the Queene that mas be, to safTer such a 
cay tiff to play such Rex, and by his example 
not only to p\ e harte and encouradgement to 
all such bold rebells, but also to y^d them 
succoure and refuge agavnst her Majesty c, 
whensoever they e into his Cummcrreeighe 

wherfore I would hrst wish, before you enter 
into vour plott of sen ice -igaynst him, tluit 
you should laye open by what nieanes he, 
bemg soe base, first lifted himselfe op to this 
daiiiigerous greatnes, and bow be mayn- 
taincth ins parte agaynst the Queene and 
her power, notwnthstandmg all that hath 
bene done and attempted agaMist him And 
whether also he hath any pretence of nght 
in the landes which lie holdeth, or in the 
warres thit be maketh for the same’ 

Iren I will soe, at vour pleasure, and 
since y'c desire to know his first bcgimiiiig, I 
will not only discover the first bcginniim of 
his pnvat hoivse, hut also the onginall of all 
his sept, of the Bimcs and looles, so farre a» 

I have leamrd the same from some of tlicni- 
selves, and gathered the rest by revdmge 
This people of the Bimes and Tooles (ns 
before I shewed unto vou mv conjectiue) 
discended from the auncient Bnttons, which 
first inhabited -ill those Eastemc pvrtcs of 
Ireland, os theyr names doe betoken, for 
Brm in the B'nttons language signifvetli 
hillye, and Tol hole, vallev or darkc, wliicli 
names, it seemef h, thev tooke of the countrevc 
which they inhabitetl, winch is all verv 
mountayne and woorivc In the wiiicli it 
scemeth* that ever sithence the coming iii of 
he English vwth Dcurmuid-ne-Galh, they 
tv 2 
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baveconbuucd ^VhctLcTthattl^e}’^co^nt^ey 
being 6oe rude and mountaynousvias of them 
dispised, and thonght not ■woorthje the in- 
habiting, or that thej nere reoeaved to grace 
bv them, andsuffred to enjoie theyr landa 
as imfitt for any other, a et it scenieth that m 
some places of the sime they did putt footc, 
and fortifi ed n ith sundri o castells, of nhioh 
the luynes onely doe there noiv rcmaine, 
since Tvhich time they are growen to that 
«treiigtl), that they are able to lift up hand 
agayiist ill that state, and nowe Htclj, 
through the boldness and late good success of 
this Feugh Mac Hugh, thei are soe farr em- 
boldened, that they threaten penll men to 
Dublin, 01 er avhose necke they continually 
hange. But touchmg a onr demaunde of this 
Feughe-is right unto that countrej or the 
segmorj c u Inch he daymea therm, it is most 
vayne and arrogaunte For this ye cannot be 
ignoraunte of, that it iras parte of that n budi 
Mas gii cn in luhentauncc bj Dctiimuid Mac 
Murrogbe, King of Leinster, to Strangbone 
■with his daughter, and which Strangbon e ga\ e 
over to the &ng and to liis hej res, soe as the 
nght IS absolutelr non e m her Maj estic , and 
) litM erciiot, ) ct conldit not be in this Feugh, 
butinO-Bnn, which is the ancient lord of all 
thatcountte> , for he and his auncestours were 
but followers unto 0-Brm, and bis grandfather, 
Shane Mac Tirrelaghc, w as a man of meanest 
regarde amongest them, neither hai ing w calth 
nor poM nr But his sonne Hughe Mac Shane, 
the father of this Feughe, hrst beganne to 
hft up his head, and through ths strength 
and greate fastness of Glan-Maleeirh, wluch 
adjoynetli unto his howse of Ballmecomh, 
drewe unto him man} theves and out-lanes, 
which fledd unto the succour of that 
ghnne, as to a sannetuarye and brought 
unto him parte of the spoyle of all the 
countrei, dirough which ho grewe stronger 
and in shone space got to himsclfc a greate 
name thereby amongest the Insh, in whose 
fooling thishissonnecontinuinghath, through 
many unhappy occasions, encreosed his said 
name, and uie opmion of his greatness, soe 
that nowe he is become a dauugerous enemy' 
to deale irithalL 

Eudox Surely I can comeud him that, 
bemg of himselft of soe base condition, hath 
tlnoughhia ownc hardmess lifted himselfc 
up to that height that ho dare now to frontc 
pnnecs, and make termes wiUi greate poten- 
j tabs , the whidi ns it is honorable to hini, 
soe it is to them most di<gracefull, to bo 
Mardi^ of such a base aarlett, that being 
but of late growen out of the dounghiU 


begmneth nowe to overcrow e soe high moun- 
taanes, and make himselfc greate protectour 
of* nil outlaw es and rebells that will repayre 
unto him But doe yon thinkc he is noire 
see dnungcrous an enemy e as be is counted, 
or that It IS soe horde to take him doirue as 
some suppose? 

Ireru 2foe acrelv, there is noc great 
Tcckning to be made of him , for had he 
Cl cr bene taken m hand, when the rest of 
the realmc (or at least the partes adjoi nuig) j 
had bene quWt, as thchonourablc gcntcllman I 
thit nowe goicmcth there (I ineane Sir 
WUham Bussell) gave a notable attemptc 
theninto, and badwoortlieli pcrfourmedit,yf 
his course had not bene crossed imhnppcly , 
he could not hai e stoode three monthc^ nor 
eier haic looked up ngaynst a icry e meane 
power but none all the partes about him 
being up in a madding moodc, os the Moores 
in Lease, the Kei eu^hs in the county c of , 
We'vforde, and some of the Butlers m the 
counti c of Kilkenny c, they all ilockc unto j 
him, and draw c unto bis couiitrcy , as to a I 
strong hold where they thinkc to be safe' 
from all that proscente them And from 
tbcncethcy doe at their pleasures breake out 
into all the borders adjoynmg, which are well 


peopled countreies, as the county es of 
Dubhn, of Kildar^ of Catarlnghe, of Kil- 
kennv, of VTcvforde inth the spoiles wherof 
they vittcllnnd strengthen themsdies, which 
otherwise should in shorte time be starved, 
and Boone pined away , soe that what he is 
of hunsdfe y ou may hereby soonc pcrccai e. 

Eudox Then, by soe much as I gather 
out of your speaches the next way to end 
the warres with him, and to rootc film quite 
out, should be to kcciic him from invadmg 
those countreves adjoining, which (as I sup- 
pose) is to be done, cither by drawing all the 
uihabitauntes of those next borders away', 
and leaving them utterly wnst, or by plant- 
ing garnsons upon all those fronticm about 
him, that, when he slinll breake foorthe, 
may sett upon him and shorten his icturnc

Iren I my selfe, by reason tint (ns I 
told 1 on) I am uoc nuirtinll man, Mnll not 
take iippnn me to dirccto so dnnngcrons 
afl »j res, but onelj* ns I understood hi tho 
purposes and plotts, iihich the Ijord Graic 
who was well c\pcncnccd in that senicc, 
apni nst him did lai edon no totheperfourm- 
aimeo whereof lie onelv required a 1000 
men to be hieilin foil re garrisons, that is, 
at Ihllinccomh SOO fooloincn and 50 horse, 
which should shutt him nut of his great 
pliiino, whereto he sne iniich tnistcih, at 
Kiiochcloiigh 200 footcmeii and 50 hor^e to 
anew ere the count j e of Cntailnphc , at ArKloe 
or AA'iekloe 200 fMtemen to defend all that 
side towarde the sea, in Sliclelngh 100 
fooiemen which should cutt him from the 
Keianaglis and the coiintieof Wexforde, 
and about the three castclls SO horsemen,

Iren None other then the pre-ent occa- 
sfons shall minister unto them, and ns by 
gooil spialls, vvherof there thev cannot w ante 
store, thej shall he drawen confiiiuallv’ upon 
him, soe as one of them slial be still upon 
him, and sometimes nil at one instant baj to 
him And ihis (I assure my selfe) wall 
demaunde no longe tune, but wil be all 
ilnislicd 111 the space of one jearo, which 
howo small a thing it is unto tho ctcmall 
quietness which shall thereby bo purchared 
to that rcalinc, and tho great pood which 
shall growc to her Majcstie, slioiihl (nio

Lwhx Voii have verj well (me seemes),

Iren Therfore it w ere nicctc (me thinkcs) 
that eucli c.aptnyncs onelv were theieiinto 
cmp1o3 ed, ns hav e formen}’- sen cd in tlint 
coimtrcvc, and bene at least licutciiauntcs 
niito olhei cnptn3ncs tlicic For othcnvisc, 
being brought and transferred from other 
■"enu cs abrodc, as m Fraiince^ in .Spa3ne, 
and in the Low c-countrc3 cs, though tlie3 be 
of good experience in those, and hav c iicv cr 
soe well deserved, vet in these they wil bo 
new c to seckc. and, before the} hav c gathered 
experience, thev shall 51130 it with great 
loxs to her hinjcstic, either b3 hazarding of 
the) r compnn3 e** thiongh ignoraimco of the 
places, and manner of the Irish services, or 
b) loosing a great parte of tho time that is 
required hereunto, being but sliortc, in w Inch 
It might be ruiishcd, before tht3 have allmost 
taken out a newe lesson, or can tell what is 
to he done.

It shall nppeare that the enemyc is bronght

M ill I place some of the Irish to bo tcnaiintcs 
for a certaj no rente, according to the quan- 
titvc of such land, as eieij e man shall have 
allotted unto him, and shalbe foundc able to 
Mecldc^ Mherin this spcciall rcgnrde shal be 
had, thnt in noe place under any land-lordc

over them, they should not be able once to 
stj'rre or miirmiirc, but that it shoulde be 
knoiien, anu they shortened according to 
then dementes 

Eudox Ye have good reason, butMhnt 
rating of rents meane you? To Mbat end 
doe j oil purpose the same ? 

Iren My purpose is to rate the rents of 
all those landes of her Majcstie m such sorte, 
imto those Englishmen mIucIi shall take 
them, ns they may be well able to h\e ther- 
upon, to yeeld her Majestie reasonable 
cheveiy^ and also give a competent mayntc- 
nnnncc unto the garrisons, mIucIi shall be 
there left amongest them , for these soul- 
dioiirs (ns I told you) remasning of the 
former gnmsons I cast to be maintajoicd 
upon the icntc of those landes wliicli shal be 
escheated, and to have them diiidcd through 
all Irelaud in such places as shalbe thought 
most comenient, and occasion may requira 
And this was the course which the Eoranins 
used in the conquest of England, for thei 
planted some of theyr legions in all places 
comenient, tho wluch they caused the coun- 
trey to maintajno, cutting upon eicno 
portion of lande a reasonable rent, Mhich 
they called Eoniescott, tlie which might not 
surcharge the tenannte or free-bolder, and 
defrayed the pav of the garnsoii and this 
hath bene nllMaves obsened of all pnnees 
in all coiintrey es to them neu ly subdued, to 
sett gamsous amongest them to contayne 
them in dutyc^ mIioso burthen they made 
them to beare , and tlie wante of this ordi- 
nannee, in the first conquest of Ireland m 
Henry the Second, Mas the came of the 
sborte decay o of that goi emmenf^ and tiic 
qnicke recoi eiye agayne of the In^h, Ther- 
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formerlye shewed in the first pHnnting of 
them And moreover at ei crj e of those fortes 
I would have the state of a towne la^cd 
foorthe and encompassed, in the w Inch I would 
ivish that there should be placed inhabit- 
nuntes of all sortcs, as marcfaauntes, artificers, 
and husbandmen, to whom there should be 
charters and fraunchises graunted to incor- 
porate them The whieh, as it w il be no matter 
of dilHcultye to drawe out of England persons 
which should very gladlje be soc placed, 
soe would it inshorte space tume those partes 
to greate comodit3C, and bring ere longc to 
her Majestie much profitt , for those places are 
soc fitt for trade and tralHcke, haiing most 
convement out-gates b^ diverse ri\ers to the 
sea, and in-gates to the richest partes of the 
londc, that they would soonc be enriched, and 
mightel^e enlarged, for the ier3e seating of 
the gamsons by them besides, the safetve 
and assuraiince that tha3' shall woorke unto 
them will alsoe diawe thither store of people 
and trade, as I have scene c\amples at klan- 
boroughe and Pliillipstowne in Le3’nster, 
where by reason of these tw o fortes, though 
there were but small wardes left in them, 
there are two good townes nowe growen, wh leh 
are the greatest sta3 c of both those two coun- 
tyes

Iren By that which I hai e allrcadj e sayd 
I of Ulster 3’'ou ma3' gather mv” opinion for 
Conaughte, being i eiy e answ erable unto the 
former But for that the landcs, which 
therm shill esclieatc unto her 2Iajesty, are 
not soc mticrl3 e togithcr as that they can be 
accoiimpted m one somme^ it needeth that 
they be considered sei erallj e. The pro\ incc 
of Conaughte contaymeth in the whole (ns 
appeareth by the Becordes of Dublin) 7200 
plow-landes of the former measure, and is of 
late dcvided into siv shires or countj cs the 
countyc of Clare, the countyc of Leiitrnm, 
the countye of Boscomman, the countje of 
Callow aye, the countye of Mailio, anil the 
connt3e of Sleugho Of the which, ill the 
countj'e of Sleugho, all the count! e of Mailio, 
the most parte of the count3 e of Boscomman, 
the most parte of the countye of Leutnim, a 
greate pirte of the countye of Callow 03 , and 
someof the 0011013 c of Clare, is hke to cschcatc 
unto her Majestie for the rebellion of thej r 
present possessours The which two coiin- 
tj es of bleugho and Maiho arc supposed to 
contajme aUmostSOOO plow-lindes,the rente 
wherofi ratabilo to the former, I !allewc ill- 
most at 6000/ per annum The coimf3C of

to Witt the sheriff of the shire, whose peculiar 
office It is to walkc continuallye up and 
downo lus balj-wick, ns jo would hate a 
marshall tosnntclieup all those runnngates 
and unprofitable members, and to bring them 
to his goalo to bo puunishcd for the same 
Therfore tins may well be spared 
Iren Not soc, me seemes , for though the

nothing more cnnchc any countieye or 
rcalmo then manye townes ,* for to them will 
all the people draw o and bring the fniitcs of 
theyr trades, as well to make money of 
them, ns to supply e theyr needefull uses, 
and the countrevmen will also be more 
mdustnons in tillage, and reanng all hus- 
bandryc comoditycs, knowing that they shall 
hav e ready e sale for them at those townes 
and in all those townes should there be I 
convenient limes erected for the lodging 
and liarboiirghing of all travellers, which are 
now oftentimes spoylcd by lodging abrodc 
in wtakc thatched howses, for wantc of sudi 
safe places to shrow dc themselves m 

Eudox But what profitt shall y our mar- 
kett townes reape of theyr markett, whereas 
each one may' sell thevr come and cattell 
abrode in the countrey', and make theyr 
secrett bnrgayncs amongest themselves, as 
nowe I understand they use ? 

Iren Indeede, Eudoxus, they doe soe, 
and thereby noe small inconvenience doth 
arise to the commonwealth, for nowe, when 
any one bath stollen a cowc or a garron, he 
may secretly e sell it m the coimtrey c mt hoitt 
pnvityc of anye, w herns y f ho brought it lu 
tlio markett tovvne it would perhaps be 
knowen, andthetbcif discovered Tberforc 
it were good that a straighto ordinauuce 
were made, that none should buye or sell any 
cattell but in some open markett (there being 
nowe markett townes every e where at hand) 
upon a great pcnaltye , neither shoidd they 
likewise buye any come to sell the same 
agaync, unless it wcie to make maltc therof , 
for by such cn^ssing and regratmg we see 
the dearthe that nowe comonly raignelh 
hecro m England to hav'e bene caused 
Heereunto also is to be added that good 
ordinannce, which I remember was once pro- 
claymed throughout all Jreland^ That all 
men shoidd markc they r cattell vvith an open 
scvcrall mirke upon tlieyi flinckes or but- 
tocks, soc as y f they happened to be stollen, 
the-y might appeare whoso thev' were, and 
they which should buye them might therby' 
Buspccte the owner, and be warned to 
abstayne from bnymg of them of a suspected 
person with such an unknowen marke 

Ejtdox Surely these ordinaunces seeme 
verye expedient, but speciallyo that of free 
townes, of which I wonder there is such 
small store in Ireland and that m the first 
peopling and planting therof they were neg- 
lected and omitted 

Iren They were not omitted, for there 
werc^ through all places of the countiye 
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com cnient, mam e good towmes seated, ■wlnc^ 
thiDugh that inundation of the Itisn, 'imch 
I first told lou of, were ntterhe iiasied 
and defaced, of iiliich the mines are jet in 
manve places to be scene, and of some noe 
signe at all remaj-ning, sme onelje thevr 
bore names, but tlieyr scales arc not to be 
founde. 

Endax But lion e then cometh it to pass, 
that the> haie neicr since recovered, nor 
their habitations reedifjed, as of the rest 
•which hai e bene noe less spoi led and n osted I 
h en The cause thcrof n as for that, alter 
thejT desolation, they -were begged b v gentell- 
men of the Kinges, under colour to tepavte 
them and gather the poore reliques of the j 
people agajne togither, of whom havmg 
obtained them, thej ivere soe farre from ' 
reedifj mg of them, "as that bv all meanes 
they Lave cndeioured to keenc them uast, 
least that, being repaired, theire charters 
might be renened, and their Burgesses 
restored to thejr londes, ivhich thej had 
none in their possession , much like as in 
these old monumentes of abbejes, and re- 
ligious houses, ire see them likewise use to 
doe I'or which cause it is judged that 
King Henrj the Eight bestowed them upon 
them, knowing tliat therbj thw should 
never be able to nse ngame And ei cn soe 
doc these Lotdes, in those poors old coriionte 
towncs, of which I could name von diicrse 
but for kindlmg of displeasure Tlierfore as 
1 wished manic corporate toivnes to be 
erected, soe w ould I agaime wish them to be 
j free, not depending up'on the sen ice, nor 
under the commaundenieut of anie but the

better replcnislicd and ennehed, and also be

c’^amplc, all those ftcc-houroughes in the 
Lowc-coniitreies, which are nowc all the 
strength thcrof Tlicse and other like ordi- 
niuucca might be delucrcd for the good 
establishment of that reolme, ifler it is once 
subdued and reformed, in which it might he 
aficnvardcs icnc ciscljo kept and majn- 
tamed, with small care of the Uoicraouis 
and Conn'cll there nppojnited, soe as tiiat it 
should in slioite space ictld a plenUfull 
rcienuL to the crowne of Lngland, whidi 
uowe doth but sneke and consume the trea- 
siiij c thcrof, through those unsoundc ploties 


and changeful! orders which ate dajlye 
dciiscd for her good, jet never cffcctuaUi 
prosecuted or perfourmed 

JEudox But m all this lour discourse 1 
ha\c not marked anj’ thing by you spoken 
touching the appojTitment of the pnnoipall 
Officer, to whom vou ivisli the charge and 
perrourmaunce of all this to bo committed ! 
Oneh e I observed some fowle abuses by j ou 
noted in some of the late Got emours, the 
reformation ivheror j ou left for this present 
time. 

Iren I delighte not to lave open the 
blames of soe great Ma^strats to the rebuke 
of the wootldc, and therforc thej r reformation 
I w ill not meddle with, but leai e unto the 
wisedome of greater heades to ho considered 
ondye th« much I will speake gcnerallj' 
thcrof, to EOtisfjc loiir desire, that the 
Ck)\ drnment and chuf Mngistiacrc I wish to 
continue as it doth, to wectc^ that it he 
ruled bj- a Lordc Dcputie or Justice, for 
that it" is a len safe kmde of rule hut 
thcre-withnll I wish that over him there 
were placed also a Lord Lieutenannt, of some 
of tho greatest personages in England (such 
an one I could name, upon whom the e\ e of 
all England is fixed, and our lost hopes now 
rest) , w hoe being entitled ivith that dignit j c, 
and being allwavcs hecre resident, maj badt.e 
and defeiide the good cause of tho goxetn- 
ment ngaynst all mohgnours, which use inll, 
through thej r cunning w oorkmg under hand, 
depmic and pull backe what oier thinge 
shal be wellbegunne or intended there, as wo 
commonive see bi cvpenenco at this dai, to
